DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/1 1/2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
5,687,759 (Tan) discloses a valve arrangement comprising an inlet connection (14), an outlet 
connection (16), a flow path (24), a closing device (60, 22), a valve seat (22), a valve element 
(60), a resetting device (66), a first pressure chamber (26), a second pressure chamber (32), a 
channel arrangement (56, 58), at least one auxiliary valve (82), a throttle (48), a suction nozzle 
arrangement (36, 38, 40), and at least one suction nozzle (38) but lacks a suction nozzle 
arrangement that extends into the flow path.
